A bucket of empty beer 
bottles stood in the vestibule of the Penn Square. 
Four more passenger cars, whose windows had 
been boarded up with steel plate, completed the train. 
Painters still were dabbing on red, white and blue. 
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Carpet layers were tacking down brown broadloom on 
the aisles. The interior walls were lined with case 
after brass case, into which will go the valuable docu- 
ments. 

Three beauties from the Federal Archives (wearing 
Jong black dresses) arrived with. armloads of valuable 
papers to be placed in the cases for the benefit of the 


picture-takers. One of them piled her cargo tempor- 


arily on the floor of Car 2. |
